“Get up there, bones!” he shouted,

coat, flopped back his ears, but didn’t 
budge. The policeman tried thumping 
his legs with his billet. This, too, 
was of no avail. Then the driver and 
policeman renewed their vocal and castiga- 
tory efforts with greater.zeal. But the horse 
stood firm. 

A tall man, with kindly blue eyes, a reddish 
brown beard, and wearing a Slack cape over- 
coat, broke through the crowd that was watch- 
ing the scenery “Let me try to make him 
move,” he gaid. The driver relaxed bis tight 
reins and the policeman stepped back. The 
man with the rea beard loosened the bit in 
the horse’s mouth, patted his head, wet with 
sweat, and talked to him kindly. The animal 
at once exhibited signs of thankfulnese. He 
rubbed his nose on the man’s shoulder and 
was given a caress in return, After a few sec- 
onds the humane stranger said with a smile: 

** Now, old fellow,;.come on with the load.” 

The horse settled down slowly to the work, 
his legs quivered under the heavy burden, and 
then the wheels began to revolve again. 


TENNESSEE'S SPEAKER DISBARRED. 


He Is Accused of Misappropriating Money 
Advanced by a Client. 
Memruis, Tenn., Fed. 25.—Judge Estes of 


the Circuit Court delivered an opinion today .- 


disbarring Ralph Davis, Speaker of the 
Tennesses House of Representatives, from 
practice for bavmg taken from Nathan 
Simons, a client, $1,260 to settle a bond and 
then misappropriating the money.

Judge Estes’ opinion was concluded in scath- 
ing terms. 

“Gounsel for the defendant took an. appeal to 
the Supreme Court, but it is the opinion of law- 
yers that the Supreme Court will grant Davis 
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times the pumps gave out and a stop was nec- 
essary to repair them: It was &@ longer job 
than we had supposed, and when they were 
working again night had set in. Of course 
we had to heave to until morning, aa we could 
not buck against the ice at night. In the 
morning we made another attempt to get free, 
‘but when about five miles off Chicago our 
coal almost gave out. We had a little left 
which had to be usedto keep up steam so the 
pipes would not freeze. Capt, Napier thought 
it was advisable to lag in the ice as the boat 
was in no danger and could stay there until a 
tug, could be secured to come to its assistance. 

“ Thursday night we were so near Chicago 
that the beacon could be plainly seen. About 
midnight the wind,. however, shifted and the 
floe of ice in which we were imbedded drifted 
over to the east shore of the lake. The ice 
tossed and ground against the sides of the 
Burroughs, but did not do any harm. When 
mofning dawned we could see the sand hills of 
Michigan City in the distance. Between us 
and the shore was a waste of ice eighteen miles 
wide, piled by the wind into windrows eight 
and ten feet gh. Theice field was crossed 
and recrossed with wide channels of clear 
water. 

Perils of the Journey. 

“Capt. Napier wished to notify the boat’s 
owners, and his son and I volunteered. We 
wrapped ourselyes up warmly, as it was cold, 
andistarted. We took a big plank, a pike pole, 
and.a heavy casting iron. We were tied to- 
gether with a long, stout rope, and this un- 
doubtedly saved young Napier’s life. It was 
7:30 o’clock Friday morning when we were 
lowered over the sides of the boat and started 
for the shore, and it was over eight hours be- 
fore we reached it. We proceeded very slow- 
ly, as the app@arance of the ice was extremely 
deceitful. We would throw the casting iron 
ahead to test the ice and then move forward 
to that point and throw it again. A piece of 
rope was fastened to this iron so as to save it 
when the ice broke under its weight. We had 
to tty the ice with the pike pole before step- 
ping on it, and we used the plank as a bridge 
in weak places. 

“The ice was piled up so irregularly,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Healey, ‘that open spaces were 
left between the cake3,-and these were often 
covered with snow, giving them the appear- 
ance of solidity. I was fooled several times 
by these holes, and went in up to my waist 
three times. The last time I was ducked I 
had climbed up on a large hummock of ice, 
and, sliding down on the opposite side, I en- 


countered no resistence at the bottom and ‘ 


went intothe icy water. I shouted to my 
companion and he pulled on the rope that 
joined us, and I was thus enabled to clamber 
out. 

Napier’s Escape from Death, 

*But Napier had the worst ducking,” re. 
sumed Mr. Healey. ~‘He stepped on some 
thin ice and went in upto his neck. But for 
our plank and the rope he would have been 
drowned. The ice was broken up for ea long 
distance around him, and I could never have 
reached him without these aids,” . 

“®ur path was devious, too. We frequent- 
ly had to walk 100 yards around large gaps of 
water and shell ice. Wewere nearly played 
out as we stepped on the land, for it was 3:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, and we had had 
nothing to eat since morning. We found the 
store uf a ship-chandler and he towk us home 
and gave us a warm meal, ana we dnetl our 
clothes at his fire. Noone on the boat had 
any money with him, but when the ship- 
chandler heard our story he loaned us enough 
for dur Carfare to Chicago.”

COMBINE TO DEFEAT CHICAGO PACKERS, 


Eastern Tanners Said to Fear Competition 
from the West. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 26.—[Special.]~—The 
head and front of the movement of New York 
and Boston tanners to control the output: of 
sole leather is Thomas Proctor of the Boston 
firm of that name. He is Chairman of a 
committee of ten, the heads of leading Bos- 
ton and New York firms, whose duties as 
learned are to make the plans for the combina- 
tion and to be the directing power until the 
officers shall have been chosen. Mr. Proctor 
thus has a hold:-on the residency of the com- 
bine, and will. probably succeed in. beimg 
elected to that pusition. This decemvirate is 
to decide which tanneries shall be run and 
what ones are to be shut down, accord- 
ing to the state of the market, They 
are better stocked now with hides than 
perhaps ever before. Not one of them will sell 
to arrive, and there is a feeling of expectancy 
in the trade.. Prices are steadily advancing, 
and there is comparatively little sole leather 
in sight. The recent storms have had some ef- 
fect on the arrivals, but no change has result- 
ed in the attitude of the tanners. 

The most plausible reason assigned for this 
com bination is that it is to guard against the 
Chicago packers, who are not sellimg hides, 
but are having them tanned in Eastern tan- 
neries. This leather wil! be due about the 
midaie -of April, and it is said the co.nbina- 
thon has been formed to buy the tanneries and 
bring them under one control;so that the 
Western competition may be nallified. 

It is said there are some ninety firms in the 
agreement. In Boston the number is esti- 
mated at thirty-five. Among these it is said 
that Hoyt Bros., Mr. Proctor, the Ellenville 
Tannmg company, Dunn, Green & Co., 
Proctor, Hunt & Co., and the American Oak 
Leather company are prominent in the move- 
ment. 

Thomas E. Proctor said today: “New 
York and Boston leather men have met for 
the purpose of talking over the advisability 
of greater unity of action among the trade in 
regard to the tauneries and simular. matters, 
but whether anythmg is to come of it in the 
shape of a combination to control is more 
than I know. The meetings have been alto. 
gether informal, and nothing definite has 
been acconplished.”’

‘ Pearfal of a Third-Man Move, the 

Former Being Most Troubled by, It— 

Ryan-Considine Faction Win in the 

West Town Convention—No Opposition

JOHN W. MACKAY WILL S00N RECOVER. 


His Physician Says His Wound Is Not Se- 
rious—Rippey Was a Bigamist. 

s Frawctsco, Cal,, Feb, 25.—[Special.|— 
Late this afternoon John Mackay; the wound-. 
ed millionaire, was resting easily in his room 
at the.Palace Hotel. ° Wesley C. Rippey, his 
would-be assassin, was dying ina cot at the 
Receiving Hospital. Mr. Mackay’s physician 
said he expected that suppuration of the wound 
would soon set in, but that-no. serious results 
were indicated. Mr.Mackay’ssplendid physique 
is standing him in good stead. . He is kept. on 
a light diet, but that.is little deprivation toa 
man of his abstemious habits. He is 
cheerful and has uo harsh words for the’ man 
who shot him. . When told today how Rippey 
had lain in wait for him aud had planned for 
years to kill him Mr. stpekag said. the man 
must have been demented, , In ten days, if all 
goes well, Mr, Mackay will be at his office 
again. He has received numberless messages 
of inquiry and sympathy, including dispatches 
fromm his wife in London and atiother from his 
assuciates in Cowstock Lode.. There is some- 
thing bordering on the pathetic about poor 
old Rippey’s case. Several times today he 
tried to speak, but the buliet hole in his lung 
preven him from. saying anything in- 
telligible. Heis dying, and dying in agony. 
A letter to the press, il lled written in 
a shaky hand, contains these sentences: 

I have not lost one cent less than $25,000 among 
adirty, low banditt of thieves. who infest what 
is know as the San Francisco Stock Exchange, 
situated on Pine street, this city. Or, in other 
words, I have sowen’ My coin and I have reaped 
tarrs, but the man that sowed the tarrs that I 
reeped if he don’t barvest a whirlwind it will 
simply be because I havo neither nerveor strength 
to pulla trigger. Had I the power today I would 
wipe them all off the face of this same city. They 
have been the cause of more destitution, more de- 
mented mea, more. suicides, and the direct cause 
of separation and distruction of more happy 
bomes than any body of pergured villians that 

ever suffered to live, 

The insanity of Rippey is beyond question. 
There nay be another tragedy like that of 
yesterday’s. re was another ruined stock 
speculator besides Rippey and Maloney, the 
broker who drowned himseif recently. After 
Maloney had _ killed himself Rippey and the 
third man met. They talked of Maloney’s 
fate, and then, as the story is told in Pauper 
alley, ope of them said: ‘‘Why not, when 
we jeave this earth, take a millionaire with 
us?” The police are looking for this third 
man. But it is said that he is out of the way. 
A man named Walton committed suicide a 
short time ago, and he is. believed to have 
been Rippey’s fellow sufferer. Rippey’s sec- 
ond wife, who was divorced from him several 
years ago, is in Seattle. She came here with 
him-from Denver in 1879, but had to leave 
him ‘on, accouat of his eccentricity after his 
stock losses. Her story confirms the state. 
ment that he had planned for years to kill Mr. 
Mackay. . 

SeatTLe, Wash, Feb, 25.~—Mrs. Bessie Rip- 
pey the wife of Wesley C. Rippey, who shot 

vba W. Mackay, lives in this city, where she 
keeps a lodging house. She says she married 
Rippey in Denver in 1876. Four years later 
she was divorced from him.

Russian Soldiers Freeze to Death. 

This exceptionally cold winter, which is 
said to have been the worst of the century in 
Russia, has caused unusual suffering among 
the badly housed and overcrowded masses of 
troops on the Polish frontier. Of course no 
official figures are given, but private 
letters to friends of mine here 
say that every village knows of 
cases of soldiers freezing to death and the 
whole army in Poland is more fit for the 
hospital than the field. All the same, the new 
regiments keep putting in an appearance, 
new barracks are constantly being built, and 
the population is unable to conceive what it 
all means if not war. Yet this is what the ex- 
perts seem particularly to agree it does not 
mean. Probably the German army is_ best 
cared for ia Europe so far as material things 
go, but despite the Emperor’s efforts it still 
remains an inferno for clumsy or slow young- 
sters who incur the dislike of their under- 
officers.

Decision of the Center Party to Bring Up 
the Question of the Return of the 
Jesuits Arouses Intense Feeling—Chan- 
cellor Caprivi’s Hand Being Forced, for 
He Has Declared Against It—Claims of 
the Agriculturists —Mascagni a F#a- 
eet ee Cold Weather.

up the question of the return of the Jesuits, 
which has aroused intense feeling throughout 
the country. It is a daring coup to try to force 
the Chancellor’s hand, because it is well un- 
deratood that if the return of the Jesuits is ac- 
corded it would mean an entire change of face 
in the Center, who would then vote for pass- 
ing the military bill, thus showing themselves, 
as already stated, a mere opportunist party. 
However, as far as can be foreseen, the return 
of the Jesuits to Germany is almost an impos- 
sibility. The Kaiser himself has a dread of 
this sect, and we have only to recall the speech 


of CapriviJdan. 29, 1892, speaking upon the. 


question of the education bill, when he said: 
** Not how the united, governments feel upon 
this mnatter, not what the powers say at the 
outset, but consider that I make no mistake 
when [say that the royal Prussian Govern- 
ment raises its voice against the return of the 
Jesuits, and I will do all in my power im this 
direetion.”’ 

Meantime an important meeting has been 
held; where 1,500 evangelists from all parts of 
Germany assembled, which sent resolutions 
to both the Kaiser and Caprivi. To the latter 
they wrote that the Jesuits, through their 
prin¢ipl3s and morals, endanger our people by 
their teachings. 

The Vossiche Zeitung at the end of a strong 
article against the return of the Jesuits, which 
journal may be taken as representmg the 
views of the government, says that the gov- 
ernment is not so powerful as to wish to rash- 
ly stir up this new storm on the subject of the 
Jesuits, but for the Jesuit order, as time has 
shown, there is no room in Germany. Never- 
theless the Center party is bent on the fight 
and,:it must be remembered, comprises near- 
ly one-third the vote of the Reichstag. 

Claims of the Agricultarists, 

The Agriculturiste’ League is the most im- 
portent that has been in thig country in twen- 
ty years. There seems no doubt as to the 
earnestness or strength of the movement or 


‘the ability of its leaders. They have decided 


on a program of extensive influence at 
court. Their claims are: Enough import 
duties to make agricultural products pay, 
no diminution of the present tariff, no com- 
mer¢ial treaty with Russia or other countries 
which shall imperil our products, ameliora- 
tion of the farmer and all peasant industries 
by a.reduction of taxes, a close governmental 
supervision of the Produce Exchange so as 
absolutely to prevent farmers and consumers 
from receiving or paying false prices, a 
definition of their rights and responsibilities 
so that the interests of landlord and tenant 
may be better understood. These are some 
of the principal clauses, but the one of most 
political importance ia that in which they re- 
fuse to entertain a Russian commercial treaty.

Mascagni a Great Favorite, 

The advent of Mascagni leading his own 
operas has been one of the great events of the 
week, Mascagni has received a decoration 
from the Kaiser and has expressed admira- 
tion for the opera-house, which, without hav- 
ing the luxuries of the Paris howes, has noth- 
ing iacking in the way of interior comfort and 
propertids. | Berliners have enthused and 
Mascagni w enthroned an immense favorite. 

The anti-Semites have haa their nuses put 
seriously out of joint this week, for 
Hartwieh, the advocate of the noto 
rious Ahlwardt, has been easily defeat- 
ed at Liegnitz, while Paach, a minor 
but bellicose,,zmember of the party has been 
arrested. The government made a mistake in 
taking him, but having done so has repented, 
I believe, and is gomg to release him at once. 
Ahlwardt is out of- prison just at a rather un- 
fortunate moment for his party, which 1s, to 
say the least, down in its luck. 

Caprivi Will Remain at His Post. 

In the midst of all these things we have con- 
stantly recurring reports of -the dissolution of 
the Reichstag and the retirement of Caprivi, 
but at the same time, like a good soldier, 
Caprivi will remain at bis post so long as the 
Emperor needs him orasks him. Caprivi’s 
greatest enemy cannot help admiring his de- 


votion amidst alt his troubles, and he is not 


always in the best of health, but he is perfectly 
content in the Emperor’s unswerving support. 

Prince Bismarck, through the Hamburger 
Nachrichten, is carrying on. an active cam- 
paigd, twitting the Chancellor with being no 
diplomat, and making merry atthe expense 
of the government. 

‘Extremely Cold Season in Berlin. 

All ‘rain and all snow has been the weather 
of this week, which ends up with sleigh bells 
ringing. Berlin is once again covered with a 
mantle of snow several inches deep. A learned 
doctor living at Charlottesburg says that this 
has been the coldest winter in twenty years. 
An interesting article on the extreme cold 
season in the Statistische Correspondenz period- 
ical says that last month was the coldest since 
1848.

AhlIwardt Sits in the Reichstag. 

Rector Ahlwardt was released from the 
Ploetzensee Jail yesterday, his sentence hay- 
ing expired. His release was made the occa- 
sion of a demonstration by the Anti-Nemitics. 
Herr Hertwig and Herr Werner, a member 
of the Reichstag, dewounced the Hebrews in 
the usual violent manner of the anti-Semitics. 
Ahlwardt was heartily cheered upon declaring 
that he was prepared to forfeit his liberty 
again if by doing so he could only hasten the 
deliverance of the Fatherland from the loath- 
some plague of Judaism. Ahlwardt toox his 
seat in the Reichstag today. 

No German-American Commercial Treaty. 

In response to inquiries made at the Foreign 
Office as to the truth of the report that nego- 
tiations are bemg conducted for a German- 
American commercial treaty it is learned 
that no communicahons of any kind are 
proceeding. The rumors had their basis in 
requests sent by the Foreign Office to the dif- 
ferent industrial centers for reports as to how 
exports had been affected under the opera- 
tions of the McKinley tariff. The inquiry in- 
dicates that Chancellor von Caprivi intends to 
sound the Cleveland Government on some 
commercial arrangement. While looking 
into this matter it was learned that the War 
Office had finally decided against using maize 
as areguiar mixture in rye bread. The War 
Office tried twenty-eight different kinds of 
maize mixtures with flour, rye, etc., but none 
was found satisfactory. 

Centrists Celebrate the Pope’s Jubilee. 

The Centrists celebrated the Pope’s jubilee 
with a banquet at the Hotel Kaiserhof, Prince 
Anton von Radziwill presiding. The health 
of the Pope was toasted with fervent en- 
thusiam. ‘Télegrams from Herr Bal! ‘eatrem, 
the Centrist envoy, state that the Pope has in- 
dorsed the party’s policy im the Reichstag 
making Centrist support of the army bill 
dependent upon the government permitting 
the recall of the Jesuits. The bill hus been 
hanging in committee since November. The 
Center party will now give a quicker move- 
ment to the proceedings with a view to a pro- 
pusal for the recall of the esuits 
Being accelerated - in the Reichstag. 
Hitherto the Centrista have avoided 
supporting the agricultural movement. 
If the government opposes the return of the 
Jesuits many members of the party will un- 
hesitatingly coalesce with those supporting 
that movement. Meanwhile a most friendly 
feeling toward Catholics prevails in official 
quarters. 

Gen. von Loe, the German envoy to the 
Vatican, who is a Catholic, is, it is reported, 
meeting with a most cordial reception from 
Cardinal Rampolla, Pontifical Secretary of 
State.

| prices, and the payment of perpetual bills for 


tinkering them, is oné of the ways-in which 
municipal revenues are squandered. Another 


| ‘way of spending money is to have everything 


done in the most roundabout and expensive 
manner, As was stated the other day, instead 
of scraping up the dirt on the streets and hav-. 
ing it carried off quickly at a small cost per 
load, it is allowed to be washed into the 
sewers, whence a part of it isslowly and labori- 
ously baled out by city employés who get big 
wages, and is then carried off for $4 a load. 

After meditating on a few of these perform- 
ances and the high wages paid to all city em- 
ployés, it is easy to reach the conclusion that 
the money contributed by the taxpayers would 
do just about twice what it does if spent by 
able, intelligent men. A dollar in the hands 
of a municipal ‘officer goes-no farther than 
a half dollar in thuse of a private citizen man- 
aging his own business with an average de- 
gree of intelligence. 

So if one million more: in taxes were taken 
from the pockets of Chicagoans only half of 
it would be returned to them, and the other 
half would be fooled away. That is why these 
propositions to imcrease the tax levy meet 
with such inflexible resistance. Therefore, 
what ought to be done is to choose as Mayor 


] some man who will carry business methods 


into the City Hall and who will force the 
abandonment. of the present shiftless 
and intolerably vicious ways of doing 
city work. It will be a _ tremendous 
job. The man who undertakes it will have to 
have the hearty codperation of his immediate 
subordinates. He will have to have a Com- 
missioner of Public Works who will have the 
eourage, when told that a certain thing has 
been done in a cértain. way since Mr. Ogden 
was Mayor, to reply that it 1s time for a 
change, and that the change must be made 


| immédiately.. He wil! have tobe a Commis- 


sioner who will actually commit the unheard- 
of act of making a contractor live up to his 
contract. 

Until a competent Mayor is procured, a 
man who has neither friends to reward, nor 
enemies to punish, and who therefore has the 
time to remodel and reform the antiquated 
and muddied City Hall system, there can be 
little improvement. Money may be poured 
into the tréasury, but it will leak out. What 
is needed most isa good Mayor. If the voters 
want such @ man they will have no difficulty 
in findinghim. If they do not want him then 
they will please refrain from grumbling if the 
city is not governed to suit them during the 
next two years. 


OONVICT LABOR AND FOREIGN CHEAP 
LABOR COMPETITION. °’ 

Representative O’ Donnell of the Legislative 
Committee on Sweating thinks that he has 
discovered the genesis of the sweating system. 
It is that clothing made in New York by con-' 
vict labor is brought here and handled by 
Chicago wholesalers, and that the home man- 
ufacturers cannot compete except by forcing 
down wages. Said Mr. O’Donnell: 

This is the milk of the cocoanat. I regard it as 
the most important information that the com- 
mittee has yet found. ‘hese prison-made goods 
lower prices and to compete with them the manu- 
facturer must oppress the contractor, and to this 
is largely due the evil of the “sweater.” 


His remedy is that Congrees should be 
called on to restrict the sale of convict-made 
clothing to the State in which it is manufact- 
ured, or to stop its manufacture altogether. 

Having made as much progress as this in 
the investigation of the effect. which the com- 
petition of cheaper labor in New York has on 
labor in Chicago, Mr. O’Donnell should goa 
step farther and find out what effect cheap 
labor in Europe will have on the wages of per- 
»pons who are meking clothing in Chicago. 
The number of persons. who are confined at 
Sing Sing, where this prison labor clothing is 
made, does not exceed 1,500. There isa State, 
law providing that prison industries shall be 
diversified so as to interfere as little as possi- 
ble with free labor. The manufacture of 
clothing is carried on to a considerable ex- 
tent in New York City and sowe of the other 
large places in the State. Therefore, as there 
are no complaints that the law is not en- 
forced, there cannot. be more than .200 
or at the most 300 convicts working 
on ready-made clothing. Yet Representa- 
tive O'Donnell is satisfied that the 
destructive com petition of that small number 
of convicts has forced down the wages of sev- 
eral thousand persons engaged in the manu- 
facture of clothing in this city. It must also 
necessarily have forced down the wages of the 
same class of workers i in New York City. 

There are men, women, and children work- 
ing in London for lower wages than the con- 
vict labor of Sng Sing costs the contractors 
who buy it. For there are sweaters in Lon- 
don as well asin Chicago, although the En- 
glish prison labor is not employed in the man- 
ufecture of clothing. At present that dread- 
fully cheap London labor does not compete 
with that of Chicago working people because 
of the existence of protective duties which en- 
able the Chicago and New York City manu- 
facturer to pay higher wages than are paid in 
London.

AGREEMENT OF THE CARPENTERS AND 
CONTRACTORS. 

The Carpenters’ and Builders’ Association 
and the United Carpenters’ Council of this 
city have adopted a joint agreement, which 
each body has agreed to make part of its con- 
stitution, and no by-laws are to be enacted 
which conflict with any of it provisions, The 
agreement sets out by providing that— 

All grievances og. the part of any member or 
members of either association shall be referred to 
the joint arbitratien committee, whose decision 
shall be final; work shall not be stopped pending 
the consideration ofjany grievance except upon a 
written order signed, by the Presidents of both 
associations. 

Itis provided further that this jomt com- 
mittee shall continue in office from April of 
this year till April; 1896.. There are also mi- 
nute regulatuons about hours’ pay, etc. Unless 
something quite unexpected happens it 14,be- 
lieved that the carpenters and the contractors 
will get along together peacefully for the next 
two years, at least, ' 

A strike on the part of men employed in the 
building trades is a vexatioustbing, not merely 
for employer and employé but also for those 
who are anxious to build. The number of 
those who may be called innocent parties is 
very small, however, when compared with the 
multitudes who ate affected injuriously by 
other strikes, especially those on railroads. A 
strike on the Chicago roads a month ago 
might have depriveil the city of soft coal and 
caused intense suffering. 

Since carpenters and builders, whose quar- 
rels, when they occur, do not cause the 
public much inconvenience, are able to. make 
agreements which provide for joint arbitra- 
tion committees to settle disputes, and that 
work cannot be stopped pending the consider. 
ation of such grievances, why cannot quasi- 
public corporations, whese fights with their 
men cause intense and general public incon- 
venience, imitate the example set them and 
devise some method by which they can settle 
their disagreements, without going to war over 
them? The men who run railroads and those 
who work on them ére not lacking in intelii- 
gence, so why cannot they get up a plan to 
minimize the strike nuisance? Their regard 
for the interests of the putilic, as well as theit 
own, ought to set them: at work on this 
problem. 


THE COST OF THE SCHOOL FADS. 

The much belated: report of the Board of 
‘Education (which ought to have been pub. 
lished in September) pretends to set forth the 
expense of the fad studies in the public 
schools.

He was. a fancy and expensive dresser. | In 
fact, there was no limit to his expenditures 
for iuxuries or to his ambition ‘to 
be at the head of society. His career 
as a highrolier was managed upon 
a salary of $1,500 per annum.

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FOLLY oF USURY LEGISLATION. 

In an argument for the repeal of the usury 
laws the New York Bulletin makes: the point 
that as the law now stands in New. York it di- 
rectly favors the charging of big rates of in- 
terest to the men who have not the best of se- 
curity to offer. To that extent it oppresses 
the poor and the needy, and the published sta- 
tistics warrant the deduction that numerous 
businegs failures occur because of this. The 
Brtdstreet’s.figures for 1892 show that 90 per 
cent of the firms failing had a capital of $5,000 
or less, and out of 1,084,000 firms or individ- 
uals reportea 85 per cent were credited with 
less than $5,000 capital. Last year 10,816 of 
these failed, or 1.17 pet cent, while only .7 
per cent of the remainder failed. The differ- 
ence is largely due to the difficulty of obtain- 
ing money, which a usury law vastly enhances. 
The meusure does the most damage to the 
class it was meant to benefit. Unable to give 
the highest form of security the man who 
petds money in his business goes to those who 
are willing to take the risk for the sake of a 
higher rate of interest and also willing to disre- 
gard the law. They will take a note for $12,000 
when actually lending only $10,000, or in some 
one of other ways too numerous to mention 
will contrive to get the higher rate of compen- 
sation which they want for the risk they ac- 
cept. Were there no restrictions the number 
of persons willing to lend under such circum- 
stances would be increased vastly, and their 
competition would keep down rates to the low- 
est point consistent with the risk. Men of the 
better character would be ready to lend while 
scorning to fleece ‘a needy bat worthy bor- 
rower.

BO mere sense or justice in interfering with 
the price of money than with the price of 
bread.

There are no usury laws ia Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, or Counecticut, afd 
rates of interest are lower there. than in most 
other States. The supply of lending capital is 
always equal to the requirement, and the com- 
petition among lenders is sufficiently great to 
keep money cheap. Jt is nearly forty years

Let us confiscate at leaat half 
of it, under the forms of law. Then we will 
either have a hundred thousand more to spend 
or we can reduce taxes on real estate.” 

Mr. Armour does not put his surplus income 
into houses and lands, stocks, or mines, but 
into his business.. If he makes in 1892 $200,- 
000 over and above all personal expenses he 
uses it in 1893 to.hire more men and buy and 
slaughter more cattle. He does not bury his 
income, but uses it for the employment of 
more labor. If the State confiscates half of 
his net income the number of additional men 
whom be would otherwise have employed is 
reduced a half. The unemployed 50 per cent 
remain a weight on the labor market. 

What is true of Mr. Armour is true of 
about all the business-men of Chicago. They 
do not hoard up their net incomes, and they 
do not spend theni abroad. They éither use 
their money directly for the employment of 
more labor er they put it into the hands of 
others who do use it thus. If the politicians 
and the ) laid their hands on it 
rest assured that none of it woulda be used as 
the wages of labor. ‘ 

This schame of .confiscation would blight 
the prosperity of Chicago and of every manu. 
facturing place in the State. No manufact- 
urer would move here from some other city 
where he was allowed to enjoy the full fruits 
of his industry. Every business-man now 
here would try to get out as quick as he cuould, 
Mr. Armour would, cease to be a citizen of 
Illinois. As fewer people would be employed 
in manufacturing there would be-a lessened 
demand for houses and real estate would de- 
preciate in value. .Thatis about the way that 
the graduated income tax has worked in some 
of the manufacturing cantons of Switzerland, 
Manufacturing has been discouraged and 
every other interest has suffered syn pathetic- 
ally.

Eastern financier on the silver question, 
aid the business effects of a drop to a silver 
basis for the currency, He shows pretty con- 
clusively that the speculators need not suffer 
by such a change, nor Would those who own 
property which is paid for whoily or in part. 
He says: “If we knew we were going to a 
silver basis we would either hoard gold or buy 
securities, merchandise, or real estate,” and 
then he shows how operating in this way 
would enable the capitalist to avoid loss. 
But by the very same line of reasoning it fol- 
lows that the poorer people, those who hold 
money in their pockets or have it deposited in 
savings banks, wovld be losers. We may say 
the losers, as on them wdould fall the great 
mass of the damage, The large majority of 
these people do not watch the market closely 
enough to have either the knowledge or the 
opportunity requisite to enable them to take 
advantage of conditions when the change was 
in progress, and the same is true of every 
farmer who has more or less of a pecuniary 
accumulation saved up from the proceeds of 
his years of toil. Asarule the capitalist has 
not more money to his credit than he owes, 
generally a great deal less. It is the smaller 
savers who would be the losers by having one- 
third of the present buying value pinched out 
of every dollar held in pocket or in the sav- 
ings bank, as all payments of deposits would 
be made in the depreciated currency. If the 
workingmen and farmers understood this 
matter in its correct. light theyewould bring 
to bear a unanimous pressure against free 
silver coinage.

dimensions. He has solved the problem by 
means of an electrical furnace, invented by 
himself, by which he obtains the extraor- 
dinary temperature of 5,400 degrees Fahren- 
heit or 3,000 Centigrade. To this heat he 
exposes pure carbon that has been ubtained 
from the combustion of sugar and incorpo- 
rated in an ingot of ‘ron. It is then crystal- 
lized by the application of cold water. So it 
is now in order to speculate on the possibil- 
ity that the workers in tne diamond fields will 
be out-of a job at no distant day, while dia- 
monds may be made by the chemist’s art as

The Kranz Building at the Corner of 
Ceuch Piace Leased for Seven Years. 

One of the most important changes ever

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WHAT 60MEZ KINGS HAVE BEEN CALLED. 
Their Nicknames Generally Tell Their 
* Charatter and Disposition. 

Kings have always been more dr less pe- 
culiat, uad being such prominent folks kave 
had their little ways noted by everybody. 
They may have been no wiser or braver or 
worse than ordinary people, but being Kings 
they have been regarded ina different light. 
These royal peculrarities are noted ina curi- 
ous way by history, and one can get a good 
idea of whet the various Kings have been like 
by studying the nicknames given to them. 

Once upon atime there were four Kings 
named Bolesias, who reigned over Poland at 
different times’, and although no one might 
care to study the history of Poland to find out 
about them history sums up in a word the 
characteristics of each. The first was the 
* Lien-Hearted,” like the famous English 
Richard; the second was the “ Intrepid,” 
while the third and fourth were entirely differ- 
ent aie, being the “* Wry-Mouth’’* and the 
“Curled,”’ and there you have an idea of the 
four Polish Bolaslases. To further learn 
what other varieties of Kings ruled 
Poland in. bygune. days 
ay run yer 7 list and find 
ss acifie ’ eé 4 
the “* bite,” the “Binek,’ and the “ Short.” 
These named are suggestive in many ways, for 
they afford an insight into the history of tite 
time as well as deseribing the monarchs, 
When Austria was only a dukedom there were 
three rulers who won for themselves the re- 
spective titles of *‘Catholic,” “Glorious,” 
and “ Warlike.”” The first was perhaps a re- 
ligiods man, like Ferdinand the Catholic of 
Spain; the second may have been like Lo. 


j renzo thé Magnificent, and the third a. great 
‘warrior, and s0 trom the

Another 
King was the *Long,’”’ while ‘his ‘Successors 
were “Handsome,” “ Fortunate,” *‘*Good,”’

respectively @alled the “Father of His Peo. 
ple” and **The Father of Letters.” 

We know. English history better than any 
other probably, and can recall what was ac- 
complished by Alfred the Great, Edward the 
Confessor, William the Conqueror, and Rich- 
ard Coeur de Lion. .The English did not give 
many of their Kings sickhames, however, 
leaving their doings to speak for themselves, 

De re had a most curious array of 
sovere —the ‘Biue-Tooth,” . “ Forked 
Beard,” ‘* Simple,” ** Hungry,” * Harefoot,”’ 
“Lamb,” “Pious,” and “Uruel” being 
among them. This latter, who was Christian 
the Second, belied his real name by gaining 
the additional title of the “Nero of the 
North.’”’ There was probably little happiness 
in Denmark when he sat upvn the throne. 

Some of the early kings of France already 
mentioned ruled over Germany at one time 
when there Was no division, but when there 
was a separate Germ nation the rulers 
gained m curious ti * Fat” was one’ 
and “Blind” another, Also the “Child, ” 
the ‘*Fowler.”

King is particularly described as the “ Holy 
and Lame,”’ | 

The rulers of the provinces that now make 
up Spdin had a number of Kings called 
“Great” and ‘*Catholic.” Then they also 
had thé ** Monk ” and *“‘ Gouty,” and included 
others who were “Infirm,” “ Bad,” “* Noble,” 
“Strong,” * Valiant,” “ Gracious,” “Sickly,” 
“Im poten ” ** Beneficent,” and “* Ceremoni- 
ous.”” Ferdinand III, of Leon and Castile was 
the “Saint and Holy.”’ 

Hungary has her rilers described as 
“Saint,” “German,” ‘* Thunder,” “ Vene- 
tian,”’ “Great,” a “King” Mary, who 
was probably the only womd@n who ever had 
a like title. Over Portugal reigned the 
* Fat,” **Idle,” ‘African,’ and “Great and 
Perfect.”

But, neverthe- 
less, parrying is something that should be 
carefully practiced by all who expect to get 
the science, for it is this which gives confi- 
dence and teaches you to keep your eyes open ; 
and you may be sure that any one of science 
with the gloves has. served his apprenticeship 
at it, whether he uses it much or not in rough 
work. It should be well practiced before any 
counter-hitting is attempted. 

Parrying properly is putting aside an oppo- 
nent’s blow from ite original destination in a 
way not to injure the parrier’s arm, or simply 
intervening the hand or arm between an op- 
ponent’s blow and the body, but in this latter 
ease it is more properly called a guard. In 
thrusting the arm forward for a parry it 
shoula be gradually rolled at the same time 
so the back of the hand points pretty well in 
toward the body, thus catching the Liow of 
the opponent on the muscles instead of the 
tender bones of the fore arm. The forward 
move and roll of the arm in thw manner 
glances the incoming blow with perfect safety 
from injury to arm and with little exertion. 

In all ordinary cases parries should be reg« 
ular—that is, an opponent’s left blow should 
be attended by a right-arm parry, and a right 
blow by a left ‘parry, whether for head or 
body. In learning to parry (which if not ac. 
muired in the first stages of learning to bor

fused for a time and find himself using both 
hands to turn aside one from his opponent, or 
using the left for opponent’s left, and vice 
versa. Buta proper regard to practice will 
get this all right, so one arm will parry and 
the other remain unflurried in its accustomed 
position. In making the right kind 
of parry the  élbow has a tend- 
ency to fly .up and outward, 
which should be avoided as much as possible, 
as it gets too far from guard position. Some 
of the lesser lights of the Australian fighters 
used to affect to throw the elbow out purpose- 
ly, particularly the left one, in order to afford 
the opponent chances to smash his knuckles; 
but this should not be worked for, as it gives 
openings for rib and kidney blows,. There 
are other ways of parrying blows, but these 
with one or two exceptions are of no use and 
only for show or practice. When a man leads 
with his head too far forward the upper-cut at 
him is preceded with an irregular parry fre- 
meee which will be described im ite proper 
place. 

There is a peculiar sort of parry in which 
both arms are used, form a cross, cailed 
the crose-parry or cross-gua In the usual 
sense of parry it is of little utility, inas- 
much as both arms being used to guard there 
is nothing to strike with, But it may be used 
for rushing into an opponent who is feared for 
clinching, and also when cornered in a close 
place to gain time or to get cne floor. Corbett 
uses this guard occasionally in such places, 
which is closely related to the old-time hitting

They have withered be- 
cause their vital, aggressive power of growth 
was stitied. They have wasted their sub- 
stance ina division of forces. Hicks sp!:t 
them with his anti-trinitarianism, his ration- 
alistic treatment of the Bible, and his merely 
humanitarian notion of Christ. Guerney 
split.them again by denouncing Hicks 
asa reprobate emissary from the bottom- 
less pit only (to be classed himself 
as an heresiarch, although enjoining «a 
more evangelical tone to Quaker thought. 
Other minor writers have, one by one, refined 
away their pristine faith and left them little 
else at last than a reciusive, spiritiess, dreamy 
reverie.

ple without music.’ Marriage was made so 
obnoxious by the public exposure of its sacred 
rights as to.drive,-young people away from its 
altars. Recreation was frowned at, art de- 
cried, science. tabooed, literature discouraged. 
In a word, progress was blocked and tradition- 
alism canonized. No church could live on 


that. 

Bat worse than all, of late years the Quaker 
church has become a sort of close corporation 
for consanguinity. It has shut itself up with- 
in a cloistered wall of eclesiastical exclusive- 
ness. Inter-marital rites and relations were 
for themselves, and themselves alone, until at 
last the Society of Friends has virtually in- 
scribed above its ddors, “For Quakers and 
Quakers only.”’ 

Such causes as these are sufficient to ac- 
count for the decline of any church. ! 

In America the most interesting event in 
Quakerism was the career of William Penn. 
In sevéral respects he was, atleast from a 
worldly point of view, the most important 
convert Quakerism ever made. His long and 
peaceful relations with the Indians ate one of

The Quaker of the past never shot, hunted, 
or fished even fora living. They would not 
killafily. They kept off mosquitoes with un- 
guents, not blows. They were many of thein 
vegetarians. The Quakers had one quaint, 
sweet peculiarity. ‘They. never said, “* Good- 
by,”’ * Good-night,” **Good morrow,” ** Good- 
speed ”’; they say, * Fare thee well.” 

Their power of association is v strong. 
They hold on to old homes, old buildings; and 
churches even after they have passed away 
just for what they were to them and to their 
fathers. The old Quaker church that stands 
on the acre lot of ground, corser of Fourth 
and Arch streets, Philadelphia, owned by En- 
— Quakers, will stand there long after 

rinity has been removed. 

The epitaphs in Quaker burying grounds or 
on the tombs of Quakers in Protestatit plots 
are setenely simple and plain, and sometimes 
inexpressibly sweet. There stands in Cypress 
Hilis, Brooklyn, on the high, beautiful siope 
that overbrows the sea, a tall granite shaft. 
It marks the resting-place of a rare and lovely 
girl, Margaret Baird. Her father was a 
Quaker, and when the girl died and an epitaph 
for her tomb was talked over he had these 
words cut on the stone: “Intrusted to God,” 

While all the other churches of Christendom 
have been reported frum time to time no re- 
port has been made to any extent of the 
Quaker Church. It is never known when a 
wan or woman is going to speak, and it is as 
equally certain that they never will spéak un- 
less movea by the spirit. A man will wait all 
night to hear a nightingale sing. But he will 
not du that every night. Who*can count the 
beautiful Lter®ry and spiritual unctivns that 
have died unrecorded and unknown within 
the walls of that church simply because, while 
we can predict a comet years ahead we cannut 
previse such a thing asthe sudden burst on 
the ear hud eye of the inward light so much 
as one moment ahead? Amid the throng ot 
these lost treasures of the English tongue 
there is one at least which the world could 
wish had been preserved. ; 

It was that just on the eve of the late Civil 
War a quiet congregation of devout Quakers 
were gathered in a quaint little Friends’ meet- 
ing bh in a New England town, when sud- 
denly aviolent gust smote the gray wood, 
acattering the dead leaves in whistimg eddies 
through the air, drivi dead branch upun 
dead branch, filling the heavens with. dust, 
puttmy out for a moment the sky, and com. 
pletely turning upside duwn the quietistic cult 
uf the Quakers as it raged by in vnabated 
fury. it was the first wave as it swept over 
from the War of the Rebellion, It had caught 
up theicry of the slave. It resounded with the 
lash of the whip. It rang with the thunder of 
shackles. The silent group in the quiet of the 
Quaker Church heard it and were moved in 
tneir hearts. At last a woman rose like a 
wraith amid that awful uproar, and suddenl 
in a lull of its artil‘ery cned out at the top o 
her voice, **War!”’ The trees clapped their 
hands in wild applause as she sank down amid 
the detonations of the thunder that made one 
feel as if the artillery of ‘war itself. had act- 


ually opened fire upon the North. Hardly | 


had she sank down into her seat before there 
arose one whom his country will never let die, 
whose every word uttered for the sacred 
causé of liberty is treasured by a lovimg peo- 
ple, whuse aggressive fight for human tights 
waked/the ghest of Fox oncé more from his 
Suerte ‘and get him trumpet-mouthed at the 

ead of the host. Lifting Hid Volce ABoVé tne 
crash of the storm, he began the splendid ora- 
tion to the tempest which methinks thé wind 
still bears on its wings, though it hath faded 
from the air in these words: “Thousands 
shali fall but thousands shall be made free.’’ 
Then came a burst of inward light and out- 
ward speech that put the lightning out, stilled 
the thunder, and so fired the people with the 
patriotism of country that they forgot for the 
once that the sun had ceased to shine, or that 
the tall trees rocked, ‘or that the artillery of 
nature beiched. What an oration that must 
have been of Whittier’s in that quaint and 
quiet Quaker church. Alas! that itis lost to 
us; alas! that it hath gone by unrecorded with 
the rush of the biast forever.

Chicago is, more than any other, a repre- 
seutative American city. It has a large for- 
eign element, but the strong pulse that gives 
it vitality is strictly American: It is filled 
full of the vim, the energy, and the. push of 
young life transplanted from our Atlantic 
borders to the broad and boundless prairies of 
the old “* West,” and this very boundlessness 
which surrounds 1 inspires men to action. 
They catch that spirit of expansion which is 
anelement of growth. They breathe the air 
of freedom which sweeps across the vast prai- 
ries, and, linked to that whole country by the 
80,000 miles of railways which center in its 
great heart, Chicago notes every pulse-beat 
of the world, and has her hand upon the traffic 
of the continent. All the length of railroads 
of the British isles, of France, and of Ger- 
many do not amountto the length of roads 
which are operated from this modern capital 
of commerce. 

The > erty of Chicago’ has been phenom- 
enal. fe is no other city in the world that 
affords such a history of progress.

Chicago is ing at the pace of 100,000 a year 
Ltd (en dt 50.000 per oat tg Just before the 
great fire of "71 Chicago had 300,000. Twenty-two 

ears later it has over a million and a half, while 

the same ne London has grown from 3,300,-

The end 
of the century will in all human probability find 
Chicago with two and a quarter millions or half 
the then population of London, or nearly that of 
Paris, and a quarter of a million greater than 
New York unless it meanwhile annexes Brooklyn.

The vast total of 11,000 build- 
ings was' consumed, half of them the best 
which the city contained, and eighteen river 
bridges and railway viaducts were burned. 
The sea of fire swept for three miles and ° 
three-quarters along the lake-front, and fora 
mile backward into the city’s heart 
the devouring tongues of flame licked 
up evetyth within their path But 
out of that awful ruin and desolation the new 
Chicago of today was born. The city was re- 
built injtwo years. Fifty miles of new build- 
ings are now erected every year, and its 
growth ip 100,000 perannum. It has streets‘ 
eighteen miles in length, and a system of 
boulevards and parks such as no other city on 
the continent can equal.

Mr. Price lays down as his first rule that, 
while rules never make a play, many dramatic 
ideas have failed to blossom into a play be- 
cause the writer knew nothing of the principles 
that pt dramatic effect or of the methods 
that develop these principles into the perfect 
play.” Strange as it may seem with the major 
portion of 65,000,000 people annually attend- 
ing theaters in this country alone, aside 
from Mr. Price’s bookjand Prof. Hennequin’s 
“* Art of Playwriting,” there is no other worthy 
book on this subject in the English language. 
Both these books have been published in this 
country and mark another step in the move- 
ment which is now generally regarded as pre- 


liminary to, if not actually the birth of the 


American drama. 

The main purpose of the establishment of 
the much-discussed Theater of Arte and Let- 
ters in New York was to give the amateur 
playright un opportunity to have his play pro- 
duced without the usual labofing with the 
discriminating theatrical producer and the ex- 

nse necessary under ordinary circumstances. 

any managers‘are too busy and cannot de- 
vote the time, attention; and financial risk in 
experimenting with plays of unknown qual- 
ities by writere of unknown quantities. There 
is no reason why performances under the aus- 
pices of such an institution should not always 
be interesting and ofttimes valuable. Since 


its establishment the Theater of Arts and Let- 


ters has had rather a tumultuous time of it, 
but perhaps it may battle through successfully 
and win fignt. If it can successfully. bring 
to the notice of the critics and the putlic the 
deserving plays of men who Wo not make 
writing for the stage a profession its mission 
will not have been in vain. Of the plays it 
has so far produced it has been unusually 
universally acknowledged that no additions of 
linportant value have been made to the 


stage. 
To the student of dramatic writing Bronson 
Howard’s plays are of great value. Let the 
amateur take, for instance, “‘ The Henrietta ”’ 
as an illustration of one of his earlier works, 
and a. sample of Mr. Howard’s dramatic 
genius, his mastery of the details of dramatic 
compusition, and of dramatic art. It is re- 


lated that when that play had been finished | 


there was one situation in it with which 
neither Mr. Robson nor Mr. Crane was in 
accord. A woman had to fali flat on the 
stage. According to both the comedians’ 
ideas that situation was farcical; it would 
not do at ail. It must be cut out. Theactors 
wanted comedy, not farce.

This is ** Fa- 
mous Composers and Their Works,” the result 
ofa gigantic scheme which Mr. Josiah B. 
Millet of Boston formed some years ago, and 
which has been the hope of his heart ever 
since. 

The plan of the work was so tremendous 
that at first it seemed almost a chimera to 
those who did not know the clear grit of the 
publisher and his broad business ability, 
streaked with philanthropy. What Mr. Henry 
Higginson had done and was doing for mwnusic 
in Boston Mr. Mitlet aspired to put in perpe- 
tuity of the whole reading world of America. 
And it is not too much to say that not in 
Europe is there such a comprehensive work. 

This. was the scheme: To advance prac- 
tically the cause of the best music, by making 
a collection of biographical sketches of the 

composers, incidental histories, illus- 
tretions of the finest character germane to 
the same, fac-similes of manuscript, and the 
best of the music which these composers had 
published. 

In order to do this in a manner of the 
highest excellence Theodore Thomas was 
chosen to edit the mnusic, Prof. J. K. Paine 
the text,and Karl Klauser, musieal director 
at Farmington, Conn., the illustrations. These 
three men have worked harmoniously together, 
and the result, in the shape of a magnificent 
book, admitably compiled, superbly illus- 
trated, and published in the most — 
style, is almost accom plished. 

Eight numbers of the work in paper were 
out Feb, 1. There are twenty-two more sec- 
tions to come; and the prospect of owning a 
musical library, with the best literary and 
artistic adjunctéd, in three volumes—for that is 
to be the final. division of the work—for the 
modest sim of $15 is simply dazzling. Every 
musician who has heard of the chance 1s wild 
with joy. The music alone ‘in the coilectioh 
has cost the publishers $500, and would cost 
a layman $1,000 to duplicate. There are 500 
pages of it (sixteen to a number), selected 
carefully by Theodore Thomas with a view to 
setting before the reader characteristic exam- 
ples of the works of tne seventy'and more fa- 
mous composers of: the world, of whom the 


‘book treats. The music itself is printed from 


engraved plates on the best paper, and is 
therefore,- although it costs the absurdly s:mall 
sum of one cent a page, substantial, clear, 
and handsome. 

Features of the First Number. 


The first number, to choose a specimen, 
although it is byno means the best, has for 
its frontispiece a reproduction. of a steel: eu- 
graving of Bach, who appropriately ‘leads 
off.”” A biography follows, witha multitude 
of the finest illustrations, representing rele- 
vant buildings, statues and scenes, and inter- 
spersed with facsimiles of Bach’s own manu- 
script@, Dr. -Philip Spitta contrivutes the 
history, which its careful and complete. Then 
follow: First an engraving of Theodore 
Thomas, the most perfect thing in its line one 
could possibly imagine; and. after, smooth, 
lovely age ee sixteen’ pages of it, 
from Breitkopf’s own print. The 
Prelude in flat minor from 
of the “well-tempered clavichoris”’; the 
Fugue in E flat: major from another; * Ah 
Golgotha”? from. the Passion music; the Final 
Chorus from that same glorious oratorio; or- 
gan Fugue in G major; the Sarabande and 
Gavotte from the Suite ia G minor; and an- 
a Gavotte. Is fhot this a feast to begin 
wit 

‘The next number takes up Handel and 
Gluck in a similar manner—their Jives, their 


-manuseript, bits of it, and the best of their 


compositions carefully ected, The Dead 
March in *“* Saul,” a chorts from “ Samson,”’ 
a choras from “‘Orpheus,”’ and a Handel 
aria ortwo make up this delightful number. 
Of thearias one wiil be rather’a surprise to 
many amateurs. Itis “ My Plane Tree, Aria 
from Xerxes,”’ and is the air of the celebrated 
‘“* Largo,;”’ so well known to everybody, sel- 
dom or never heard with words, and one of 
the greatest favorites of unmusical and mu- 
sical alike on account of its extreme sim plic- 
ity and tunefulness, 


The Mozart number is specially interesting. 


We get down to more reachable times now, 
and although the inhuman wig, which made 
all men look formidable gnd distant, has not 
yet quite departed, stul, Mozart is com para- 
tively modern, and. we feel more intimate 
with him, pictorially at least. That exquisite 
song, ** Vedrai Carino,”’ is among these seiec- 
tions, and a whole scene from Don Govianni 
besides. Mr. B. E. Woolf, the famous musical 
critic of Boston, writes the biography of 
Haydn, which is peculiarly crisp and vigorous 
in style. Hedoes not praise indiscriminate- 
ly, but criticises in the spirit of the age and 
with a far stronger light upon his judgment 
that in ‘which some of the 
old mastets wrote. He speaks of that 
exquisite air from the Creation,** With Verdure 
Clad,” as marred by incessant repetitions, and 
he might say that of many other exquisite old 
inons. Schubert’s celebrated unfin- 
erat ome symphony becomes monotonous to 
calle with the everlasting repeating of one 
theme, however beautiful. 
History of Beethoven. 


The Beethoven number is the sixth of the 
series, ahd pérhaps the most interesting so 
far. Philip Hale was assigned to the honor- 
able post of biographer in part, and he has 
given a splendid account of himself and his 
inspiring subject. There is a copy of Beetho- 
ven’s will, and an article on his deafness, writ- 


. tem by an expert, Dr. Clarence Blake, whose 


treatise is sound and interesting. Prof. John 
K, Paine himself writes the musical history 
of Beethoven ; and the selections of music are 
worthy of the ‘editor of that department. 

It is absurd to attempt to enumerate the 
glories of a volume like this; everything is 
interesting to start with, and admirably 
carried out. The publisher 4s more than a 
publisher; he is in with the work heart and 
soul, has managed and supervised it, has 
spent three years of solid labor and much 
capital upon it, and is at cnce its godfather 
and its legitimiate parent. Mr. Millet 
is known, perhaps, better in Chicago as 
the brother ot the now domesticated 
Frank D. Millet, whose success in World’s 
Fair artistic matters isso marked; but in 
Boston, Mr. Josiah Millet is a power himself, 
and shines: by no reflected light. He has 
helped many a struggling lit@rary and artistic 
genius to real fame by his honest sympathy 
and encouragement, and any undertaking 
which he fusters is bound for victory ; because, 
m the first place, he assures himself of its 
worth, and then he works with all his might 
for it. A colossal enterprise like this “ Fa- 
mous Com r’’ work needs no advertising. 
It is publis entirely by subscription, and 
its value is so exceeding as to guarantee ite 
possession by every one who knows of it and 
can su ‘The contributors are all re- 


sponsible specialists, unerring if their convic- 


tions, for there are notin music, as in many 
other departments of art, twenty opinions on 
every point, each opinion split up into twenty 
more, with pros and cons and ifs and buts. 

A general how] of ‘indignation has gone up 
against Mr, William , Payne for his 
article on ** Literary Ctilcago ”’ in the current 
number of the New eaten Magazine.

But, re- 
covering himself, he said: ‘** This ancient 
stone, covered with the moss of ages, is 
no firmer than L” It is ali as funny as 
that; and the comments as droll as the play. 
“" Burwood, ”? said old Buck, “this is the only 
thoroughly moral play that ever went out 
under the mana ment of a veteran. Why, 
sah, there ain’t a hug, not even a kiss in it,’ 

But everybody in Chicago knows all about 
the ** Kentucky Colonel,”’ of course, and it is 
absurd to go on. Those who had not read the 
book before Mr. Payne’s article appeared 
have ogtigy done so by this time. 

Mr. s volumes of short stories are 
charming too. The “Toothpick Taies”’ are 
issued with more of the writer’s own sanc- 
tion and certainly it is about as clever a lot 
of sketches as it has ever been one’s fate to 
read.

‘THE FINE ARTS. 


There were placed on exhibition at the Art 
Institute last|Monday a collection of over 2,000 
pieces of Egyptian, Greek and Roman glass and 
vitrified paste. Most of the pieces are fragments, 
but their rarity and artistic interest make the col- 
lection a valuable one. There are examples of cam- 
eos, intaglios, beads, bottles, vases, small masks, 
and a variety of other objects. There are com- 
prised in the Gollection several specimens of datk 
transparent blue, with figures and ornamental 
designs carved or otherwise worked out of a super- 
posed layer of opaque white giass after the man- 
ner of the célebrated Portiand vase. There is 
among the fragments of a vase of this de- 
scription oue which shows a dancing Baccha- 
nalian figure jin a perfect state of preservation. 
There are .many examples ‘of the style of glass 
known as mille fiori (1,000 flowers) from the varie- 
gated designs, also some beautiful specimens of 
iridescent and carved glass.

A Cleveland Sgenal, one that several artists 
in tliat city are anxious to learn what has become 
of an art dealer by the name of Greyer to whom 
they confided. several thousand dollars’ worth 
of pictures, ith the agreement that he 
should sell the works, pay the artists 
a. fixed price, and retain the excess. 
The artists are now endefvering te find out the 
whereabouts of their pictures, Mr. Greyer, or the 
money he may have received for them. Greyer’s 
plan, as he explained it, was to take the works of 
rising young artists whose reputations are not 
yet made and take them around to the prinzipal 
cities of the country and seli them. He would be 
a philanthropist in a way, standing between 
them and their not-yet-understood genius and the 
cold Philistine world explaining their merits and 
bringing them to light. He came to Chicago and 
took rooms inthe Athemteum., He also took in 
some of the Chicago artists. While he was here 
the Cleveland artists tried to recover their pictures 
through a lawyer, but the lawyer was persuaded 
that everything was allright and heis said to 
have advised the artists to allow Greyer to retain 
the pictures. Greyer left Chicago shortly after 
and has not been heard of since. Itis supposed 
that the pictures have been sold in Michigan, -II- 
linois, and Ohio, and the artists would much like 
to hear from some of the purchasers. If their 
names became known it might be possible to learn 
something of Greyer. if he can be located legal 
proceedings will probably be brought against- hina 
for the recovery of the pletares, 


Mr. Flioders Petrie. has been lecturing at 
University College, London, on the revival of 
art in Egypt 1,400 years before Christ. Singular- 
ly enough, he thinks Greece gave the impulse. 
The types and style with which Egyptian art was 
born have lasted for over 2,000 years, and have 
only escaped degradation by a singular delicacy 
and preciosity of manner. Suddenly, in: 21400 B. 
C., a new school arose, and ran its course within 
a dozen years; it reverted directly to nature, but 
with a romantic rather than a classical spirit. 
The wide use of foliage for decoration, treated in 
the wildest and most unconventional way, 
was a main feature. The animal  fig- 
ures are full of spirit and motion, and never ap- 
pear stationary orin slow action, while the por- 
trait sculpture of thé ‘human form attained a 
brilliancy and exvressiOn which equals that of 
any age. The inspiration of these changes prob- 
ably came from Mycenw, rather than from the 
East; the former indicate this, and a great mass 
of pottery from Greece was found about the 
palace at Tel-el-Amarna, where this art was de 
veloped. Unfortunately, the reformer Khuenaten 
attempted too much for human nature, and es- 
tablished a system of rational religion and ethics¢ 
as well as rational art, and/the whole of this most 
curious chapter in human history was closed by 
his early death at about thirty.
